REMARKS. 


Our schools, though small, are such that we may well be 
proud of them. Good progress has been made in all of them 
during the year. Our teachers have been faithful and efficient 
in the discharge of their trusts, and we are pleased to report 
NO FAILURES. 

Miss Hooke, though young in experience, possesses those 
superior qualifications which eminently fit her to teach; that 
amiable disposition of character at once winning the sympathies 
of all her pupils, thereby making the school-room pleasant and 
agreeable. A satisfactory work has been accomplished. 

Mr. Sanborn has succeeded in bringing about that greatly to 
be desired change in his school, strict obedience and attention 
to study, without which, no school can attain any good results. 
There are some VERY EXCELLENT scholars in this school. 

The previous experience in teaching and thorough drill at 
normal schools aided by good natural abilities which Miss Dud- 
ley brought into her school could not fail to leave its mark up- 
on her pupils, which was shown by perfect recitations and ex- 
cellent deportment. 

The fact that the District has secured the services of Miss 
Goodhue for so many terms is conclusive evidence of her su- 
periority as a teacher, her school has taken no backward steps. 

The schools are at present well supplied with text books. It 
is a fact, admitted by all educators, that books should ke 
changed occasionally. ‘The Readers that had been in use for 
along time have given place to Raub’s new and greatly im- 
proved Standard Readers. ‘The Arithmetics in use were so va- 
rious as to render it impossible to properly class the schools. 
Greenlief’s new series, have been adopted as the Standard. 

Arrangements were made so that they were furnished to the 


re 


schools at lowest publishers’ prices, which is about fifty per 
cent. less then book-store prices, and they can be supplied 
through the Committee for the same as long as they are in use. 

Our schools are far too short, the scholar is but fairly on the 
road to learning when the term closes. More money should 
be raised by the town, and if properly expended, with thorough 
and competent teachers we should soon see the benefit of it. 
For what better purpose can we appropriate money than to ed- 
ucate the young? 

It is our duty and our highest interest to provide and main- 
tain within the reach of Every child the means of such an edu- 
cation as will qualify him to discharge the duties of a citizen of 
the Republic.
